Trees Raised on 
the Bottle 


~OME remarkable experiments in the feed 
ing of tree are bein made at the 
agricultural station in North Dakota, where 
the botanist in charge is trving out a 
theory to the effect that young trees which 
appear to be poorly nourished may be sup 
plies vith sustenance by artificial means 
ancl that it may be possible so to medicate 
the stuff administered as to cure the pa 
tients f diseases or render them immu 
te uttack by hostile germ 
I method adopted is to bore a small 
tl ! ly of the tree, deep enough to 
ich the heart-wood, and to ach a ‘ 
tl ening a feeding-bottle a jar of con 
rable size, w Lis fastened to the trunk 
\ de down, t 4 strap I mouth 
of the bottle a rubber tube passes into the 
le wn tl t s expected to absorb the 
flu ntained in the receptacle 
It has been nd that a tree can be pet 


suaded in this way to absorb large quantities 


fA s, and that chemical substances thus 
ulministered are carried to the most distant 
parts of the plant in a few hours. In ten 
hours such substances can be detected in the 


topmost twigs of cottonwoods, from thirty to 


forty-five feet in height The experiments 
seem to show that the growth of a tree may 
be checked or accelerated at will by regu 
lating the feeding, but, so far as the effect of 
the treatment upon diseases is concerned, 
they have not been conclusive
